SIR, 


AS belore troubled you upon this 
Qccafion ; and as I fhall not repeat an 
of thofe Arguments which have been 1 
ufe of by other Gentlemen in any former 
Debate ; and as it is a Queftion of the laft 
Importance to the Peace Happinefs of this 
Realm ; Ay I fhall be indulged a few 
Words, if I endeavour to ftate the Argu- 
ments, on both Sides, as they appear to me, 
in the frrongef Light. 
* On the one hand, Sir, it has been often 
argued in general, from what has happened to 
other Nations, —— That an Army may, at 
one Timé or other, be made ufe of to deftrd 
your Liberties. 
On the other hand, it has been as often ar- 
gued, ffom what.has happened in this Nation, 
not only fince, but immediately before, his late 
Majefly’s Accefiion to the Crown, ——T hat, 
if you miake any Reduétion of the Forces, you 
will very foon be deprived of that Peace and 
Tranquility, which we now enjoy. 


I am very ready to allow, Sir, —— That 


no Nation ever loft their Liberties, but by a 
Standing Army. 
I do likewife agree, . That there is 


bardly an Inftance of any one Nation, where 
an Army was kept up, but that Nation, /son- 
er or later, loft their Liberties. 

But then give me Leave to obferve, —T hat 
this is a very fallacious Way of Reafoning ; 
and by no means upplicable to the prefent 
Times, and Circumftances of Things, or to 
the Forces that are now kept up. 

Thofe Nations, who have loft their Liber- 
ties by Standing Armies, have fuffered, thofe 
Arimies to be maintained and kept up without 
any apparent Reafon or Neceffity; and then 
*tis no Wonder, that any Prince, who had no 

- Competitor to his Crown, fhould take the 
Opportunity, Means of that Army, to 
make himielf 

But I defy any Man to give me an Jn/ftance 
of one Nation, who having deprived 
their Prince of the Crown, for afluming to 
himfelf arbitrary Power, in open Violation of 
the. and Conftitution ; and 
judged it neceffary to keep up an Army to 
pofe any Attempt that fhould be 
pre him, that ever was enflaved by that 

* And the Reafon is very plain; — 

in this Cafe, there is a Competitor to the 
Crown; who mult be a Check upon éyery 
Attempt to eftablifh arbitrary Power; and a 
perpetual Remembrance, — That a People, 
who, in the moft extraordinary Manner, 
have hazarded their Lives and Fortunes, in 
Detence of their Liberties, will moft certain- 
ly run the fame Hazards, whenever t 

Il find their Liberties:in the fame Danger: 

And it is a very juft Remark of one of our 
beft Hiftorians;s That the: Conpemtiin 
* Parliament, at the Revolution, in that fa- 


© mous Conference concerning the Vacancf 
* of the Throne, feemed to have had this in. 


* their View, that there fhould be a Check 
* upon all fucceeding Princes, not to tread ia 
* the Steps of the late Xing James. ; 

So that, in this Cafe, we may very juftly. 
fay, ——— That that which is our Danger, 1s 
at the fame time our Security. 

To demonftrate the Reafonablenefs and Ne-. 
ceflity of keeping up the prefent Number of 


Forces, I fhall not infift upon that Argument}, - 


which has been fo often ftated to you, in fo 
ftrong and cleara Manner, that no one has: 
fo much as attempted to give an Anfiver to it 5. 
which is, —— That if the prefent Number. 
of Forces was reduced to 12,000 Men, it is 
impoffible that 5000 could be drawn together, 
in fix Weeks Time, in-any cne Pact of the 
Kingdom. And let any Man lay his Hand 
upon. his Heart, and declare, —— whether. 
he does not think, that if a Foreign Forte. 
were to land upon us, and to be immediately 
joined by a large Body of the Difaffected (as 
there is too much Reafon to apprehend they: 
would) the Blow might not be ftruck in much 
lefs Time, than {0 inconfiderable an Army 
(if it deferves that Name) could be got toge- 
ther, as Men, ey 
And therefore, Sir, tho’ his Majefly might 
have all the Reafon in the World to reft his 
Tntereft upon the Affections of his Peopic, 
from the Jnmocence and Uprightnefi of his Ac- 
tions; yet this Howe would be inexcufable, 
both in the Sight of Gad and Man, if any un- 
forefeen Accident fhould happen, and there 
was not a Force provided fuitable to the 
Greatnefs of the Occafion. 
__ But, I fay, this Argument has been fo 
often ftated to you, in. fo much ftronger 
Terms than I can pretend to fent it, that 
I choofe rather to fhew the Reafonablenets and 
Neceffity of keeping up the prefent Number 
of Forces, from Ba Arguments which I 
have not yet heard infifted upon by any Gen- 
tleman, 
In the firft place then, Sir, let me obferve, 
That it is not, I'think, jufficient, that, 
your prefent Circumftances and Situation are 
iuch, that you are not /afe without the prefent 
Number of Forces ; but your Situation ought 
likewile to be fuch, as to make it morally 
impofibie, that thefe Forces can at any Time 
be turned againft yourfelves, to deftroy. your 
Liberties, 
Upon thefe two Points, as I apprehend, 
lies the chief Strefs of the Argument for. the 
prefent Queftion, 
And, tor my own part, Sir, I am free to 
declare, —— That no Danger that threatens 
us, either at Home, or from Abroad, fhould 
influence or determine me, to give my Vote 


, for the prefent Number of Forces ; it I were 


not fully convinced and fatisfied, from every 
Circumftance of your prefent Situation, not 
only of the Dager you will be expofed to 
without them ; but, that thefe Forces can. ne- 
ver be employed to deprive us of our Lidertiss, 
To make this plainly appear, !<t us confider, 
in the firft Place,—-—W hat little Reafon we 
have apprehend, that any Prie fhould at- 
tempt or defire to become bjlute inthis Na- 


we look back, we fhall find, —T hat the 
principal, if not the only, Motievs, that indu- 
ced any of our former Princes, efpecially tince 
the Time of the Reformation, to make that 
Attempt, -have been, either, that they were 
greatly ftraitened for,.Want of Money, or; 
that they had formed a Defign to extirpate the 
Proteftant Religion. 

' hus, Sir, in the Reign of King Charles 1. 
it eannot be Prince took 


“fuch Meafiites, as directly tended to introduce 


Arbitrary Power. But for what Reafon ? 


Not purely for the Sake of teing Arditrary, but 
that he might have it in his Power to raife 
Money to fupply bis Necefities., 

Aid this appears to have been, the Senfe-of 
the Conveation Parliament, at the Refisraticn 5, 
who, upon feitling the Revenue of the Crown, 
came to this unanimous Retviution, — * That 


the Migiostunes.of the late Kinz, and the 


* confequent Mileries, were -criginaliy owing, 
* to his Want of Money.. 

If we come down ‘o the Time of King 
James, find that Prince taking large 
Steps to make, hinafelf Abfolute but plainly tor 
no other Reafon than this, —That he had de- 
termined withip himifelf to eftablifh Popery. 

Happy for,us, Sir, and for our Poftcrty, 
not only that all Papi/!s,are for ever excluded! 
the ¥ brone, b t —that the Parliamen:- 
has wifely eftablithed fuch a Revenue, as will 
always be fufficient to fupport the Honour and 
Dignity of the Crown. 

In thisSituation, freed from the Danger of. 
any Jnnovations in Religion, treed from the 
Appiehenfions of any illegal and exorbitant 
Demands trom the Crown ; I fay, Sir, in this 
Situation, to.talk of the Danger of your L - 
berties, is the grofleft Abufe and Affront that 
can be offered to.all Cowman Senje. 

This, Sir, is, I think, fuficient to thew 
—how little applicable any Arguments againtt 
Standing Armies in genera] are to your prefent 
Circumitances and Situation: Nor are they 
Fes applicable to the “pr.fent Number of 

orees. 

Fo: if the chief Command of thefe Forces bé 
given to the Nobility and Gent'emen of the beit 
Eitatcs and Families in the Kingdom, how 
improbable, I may fay, morally impoffible, it t, 
that fuch Men thoul!d ever joim with any 
Prince in making wim 4_/olute 

And tho’ it thould be allowed, what no. 
Man, I think, in his Senfes can fuppofe,—— 
that we canngt beiure how long they maz be 
continuedya Conmnand, and that Men of no 
Fortune or Family inay not be, pat into their 
Places ;-yet, if we may rely on the Reafoi - 
ing of fome Gentlemen, there can be no Danger: 
to your Liberties, even from fuch a Change as 
this; becaufe, fay they,— * All the Nobility 
* and Gentry in the Kingdom would unite 
againft them,: and {oon deteat their Defigns, 


As.to what has been faid,——T hat neither 


Officer\nor Soldier dare to difpute the Orders 
of their Supreme Commander; but, that, if 
any Officer were commanded to pull his own: 
Father out of this Houfe by the Nofe, ke mutt 
doit, he dares not difobey,—I would only put 
Gentlemén in Mind of one Jucident of the like 
Nature, in the Reign of the late King James. 
Woen that Prince thought to intimidate his 
Army, ‘by his. own Prefence, to concur with 
his Defgus, and began with one Regitest. 
firit, purpofing to have gone thro’ his whole 
Army; comuinanding thofe who were againit 


taking off the Penal Laws aad Teft to lay” 


down their A. ms;.all, excepting t.vo Coptains; 
and a icw Popiin Soldiers, laid down. their 
Arms ; plainly ceitifying by this; — chat they 
would notsnply with his Defgns. 

So ‘tar,from being true, nay, fofbame/u’, is 


"that A¥ertion,. which has been. laid down,— 
_ 6 That neither the Affeétion of the Soldiers to- 


wards their Country, nor the. Honour and 
Integrity of their Under-Oficers, are 
bedependéfone 

It has been often faidy Sir, —That a Prince 
ought to reign in the Hearts aad Aféciicns of 
his People, and, ‘That this is his beit 
Thisis very true. Nor do I believe-—that 
any Prince ever deferved to reign more in the 

eartsand Affections of his People than his 
prefent Maje/ly.—Nay, 1 will.ge terthery and 


acknowledge, — that I believe his Maje/ly 


to have fo much the Hearts and ree” 
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sof his People, that Attempt ‘in favour of 

tthe Prétendir would end in the Deftruction of 

the’ Authors of it. Lota 
Neverthelefs, Sir, tho’ this be fificiens to 


fecure his Maje/ly on the Thrones yet Expe-- 


‘rience has taught us,——that this is not 
ftrain a defperate Faction from making conti- 
nual A veer ef 
calling in Foreign Powers to their Affiftance. 
What Mifchiefsor Dangers fach Attempts 
‘may ‘poffibly be attended with, at one Time or 


‘other, no + Sendra pretend to forefee ; but this 


Iam fure,——we thould be the only People in 
‘the World, who, for our own Sakes, had we 
no Regard for the Honour aiid Safety of our 
Prince, that would not guard againft them.- 

Befides this, Sir, whenever thefe Men 
have feemed to repent, how foon have they re- 
turned to their former Principles of bringing this 
Nation into a State of Slavery? A memorable 
Inftance we have of this in the Reign of the 
late King James. When that Prince returned 
from Rochefler, with what Acclamations was he 
received as he paffed thro’ the City of London, 
as if-he had been returning from’a Victory ? 

If thofe who were Lye-Witneffis of the Ca- 
lamities, that were coming ‘upon their Coun- 
try, could fo fon forget that Scene of Horror ; 
it is the lefs to be wondered at, — that all the 
Terrors of Popery make little or no Impreffien 
upon the Minds of many in thefe Days. 

Upon the Whole, Sir,—-we have not only 
a large Body of Papi/s amongft us, many of 
whom are poffefled of great but "tis 
‘roo notorious, their Prie/ts are more numerous, 
and appear more openly in this City, than has 
been known for many Years, —-— We havea’ 
larger Body of Men, who ‘indeed ‘call 
ats; but, I know not by 
what ftrange Jnfatwation, are ever ready to 
the Papifts.+We have a powerful Nation upon 
our Borders, with whom indeed we-are enter- 
ed into a Union ; but, I fear, a Union, which, 
tho’ a B to both Nations, may reafon- 
ably be fuppofed to require foihe Jonger Time to 

fet;—and to make us become entirely one 
have’ France, 1 will not fay our 
declared Enemy, but, I believe, no very fin- 
cre Frend, — And, to memion no more we 
ate perpetually pot in Mind by thofe, 
are moft zealexs fora Reduétionof the Forces, 
—* That the Affairs of int 2 
© Situation, that you may almoft every Mo- 
ment expott to {ec 2 War break out. 

And is this, “Sir, a to talk difarm- 
ing yourfelves? Is this a Time to complain of 
the Danger of your Libertigs from Standing 
Armies? Is this a Tims to put’on the Patrist, 
and eet to be thought a zealous Aflertor ‘of 
the Liberties of your Country ?: Is this 2 Timé 
to pretend.a Concern to cafe the People of a 
Part of their Burthen, by reducing the Num- 
ber of Forces, which would foon be found to 
bear no Propertion to the fatal Conftquences of 
fuch a Reduétion ? 

Pardon me to fay it, Sir,—It is trifling with 
your own Sa/ety. 

The beft, the only Method to provide fo 
Security, and to tranfmit 

leffings we enjoy, is this, — To gua 
aiden, may in the 
hazard the Safety and Prefervation of #is Ma- 
fefly and his’ Royal Family. 

Their Prefervation is our on/y em and 
the Procettion of our Liberties is their Prefer- 
vation. 

And tho’, Sir, I will not fay,—That whilft 
there is a Pretender to the Crown, you can ne- 
ver be fafe without an Army ; ‘yet this I'inay 
venture to afirm,— Chat ivhilf there is a Pre- 
tender, your Liberties carn; at-no “Time, be in 
Danger, even from an Army. «
